Four Boyne City High School students, all with leads 
in the BCHS drama presentation of “Honk,” were 
injured in a car accident Hngay, forcing postponement 
of the production. 

The weather was clear when Jenna Raber, Ethan 
Knott, Taylor Carlston and Lane McCarry headed to 
Petoskey that evening. They planned to go to Taylor’s 
when they got back to Boyne City and work on their 
roles. But by the time they were on their way back, the 
weather had made a dramatic change, with snow

The car was heading south 
on US-131, at about 7:25 p.m., coming down the hill 
just north of Clarion, when Jenna, who was driving, lost 
control on the snow-covered road. The car spun across 
the centerline and into a guardrail. It was then struck 


broadside by an oncoming vehicle. ; 

Fortunately for the kids, their parents, and Boyne 
City, all four of the Boyne City High School students 
will be fine. , 

Both Lane and Taylor were released on Saturday 
afternoon, after being held overnight for observation. 
Ethan and Jenna fared worse. 

Jenna suffered six broken ribs on her right side and a 
punctured lung. Ethan had a torn liver, some internal 
bleeding, a contusion on his right lung and a fractured 
pelvis. Both will recover, but neither of them will be 
able to perform for the opening night performance, and 
that may be the worst injury of all.

The Charlevoix County Board 
of Commissioners adopted a work- 
place smoking ban by a 4-2 vote at 
its monthly meeting on March 9, ! 
making itthe thirdoffourcounties | 


needed to pass the regulation in 
the four-county health district 
served by the Northwest Michi- 
* gan Community Health Agency. 

Emmet and Otsego county 
boards unanimously adopted the 
workplace smoking ban. County 
commissioners- from Antrim 
County, the final county needed to 
enact the regulation, will consider 
it at their April meeting. All four 
counties must approve the Public 
Health Clean Indoor Air Regula- 
tion before it goes into effect; how- 
ever, counties could opt out by a 
majority vote of the Board of Com- 
missioners, 

The workplace smoking ban re- 
quires businesses in Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Emmet and Otsego 
counties to offer their employees 
and patrons an environment free 
from tobacco smoke — except for 
restaurants, ‘bars, hotels and mo- 
tels, and Native American casi- 
nos. The regulation is posted on 
the health department's website at 
www.nwhealth.org.

It was a gathering of the Lake Michigan League All- 
Conference Academic team, the first annual event of its 
kind. The honored students were selected based on a for- 
mula derived from their grade point averages and ACT 
scores. ; 

The program was the brainchild of the league princi- 
pals, who meet about four times during the school year.

East Jordan superintendent Chip Hansen made a short 
address after the presentations, and said this is the first 
solely academic student recognition of its kind. 

“It is not lost on any of us that they don’t play the fight 
song for the debate team,” he said.

Hansen said that sporting achievements are usually 
given a lot of recognition, and he acknowledged that they 
are very important. 

“But they pale in comparison to what you can accom- 
plish in classrooms or labs,” he said. “And classrooms 
and labs are where (the fight song) should be played.” 

Hansen also recognized the parents in the audience, 
asking them to stand.

As always, the sets were spectacular, from the period 
show bills, to the hotel. to the simple but effective 
vintage shipboard scene.

* shamelessly — certainly not typecasting. Diller 
expresses her character with facial expressions and 

. flouncing turns as much as through her lines. And her 
clear voice benefits not only her individual] scenes, ‘but 
also the chorus songs. 

Colonel Buffalo Bill, played by Justin Nierman, was 
reflective of the research that went into the role. He 
played down what might have been a flamboyant role, 
making Buffalo Bill a more modest person, with some 
actual concern for his players — not just his bankroll. 
The wily moneyhandler was Charlie Davenport, played 
by Devin Brown.

low-brow. They all pulled off acting as if they were 
just “doing what comes naturally.” 

I must mention Chief Sitting Bull, and his wig of 
real human hair, his lines updated to include a refer-

Arifur Rahman, who-was named in the program an 
American star. ; 

And Annie Oakley. This was a piece of casting 
genius. Nina Peters has got the most wholesome, 
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down-to-earth features and voice, and 
was a perfect fit to play a woman 
unspoiled by fame or fortune (or the 
lack of it). Annie was not short of self- 
confidence, but it was well-placed. 
She was neither falsely modest nor 
overly self-important. She was darn 
good — shootin’ and singin’ — 
another strong voice in both solo and 
chorus pieces, and a captivating stage 
presence besides. 

As was Paul Schneider, playing 
Frank Butler. One_of the things that set 
this play apart was the relationship 
between Frank and Annie as played by 
Paul and Nina. They were able to do 
something that is rare in high school 
performances and make the romance 
believable and unembarrassing. 

And the pit was wonderful! That is 
one thing a lot of high school plays 
don’t have: a pit orchestra. East Jordan 
has the remarkabte leadership of Don 
Neidert to be the vocal music director, 
the rehearsal accompanist and the pit 
orchestra conductor. 

The audience can be so absorbed in 
the action, it overlooks the pit's 
contribution, which can not be 
understated. It is absolutely excep- 
tional, as are the volunteers that make 
it happen — some students, some 
administrators, some fans, some 
friends. ; ; 

One missing element on Friday’s 
opening night performance: the pit participation of 
musician Ted Slough, who died last summer. The first 
performance was dedicated to him, and in a moving 
pre-show statement, Miss V. said she knew if there was 
any way for him to be there that night, he was.

What was the 
intent of our 
Founding Fathers? 


TO THE EDITOR: 


The widespread misinterpretation of the Establish- 
ment Clause which has been used by various courts to 
erect an impenetrable wall of separation between 
church and state, directly contradicts the will and intent 
of our Founding Fathers as well as the strict letter of the 
U.S. Constitution. 

The Establishment Clause was carefully worded and 
specifically constructed by our Founding Fathers as 
they debated the addition of the Bill of Rights to the 
U.S. Constitution in 1789. 

After rejecting expanded versions of the Establish- 
ment Clause. the narrow language that was ratified is 
the language that is presently in the Bill of Rights: - 
“Congress shall make no law respecting the establish- 
ment of religion.” 

‘Liberals love to cry out “separation of churehsand 
state” — a phrase that does not even appear in the 
Constitution. In fact, Chief Justice William Rehnquist 
refers to the phrase as “a misleading metaphor.” 

The phrase “separation of church and state” exempli- 
fies a relatively recent concept rather than the enforce- 
ment of a long-established constitutional standard. In 
fact. the phrase appears in only two cases in the 
Supreme court's first 150 years, yet has been used 
constantly in the past 50 years. The court's misuse of 
this metaphor, first cited by Thomas Jefferson in a 
personal letter to the Danbury Baptists in 1802, has led 
to the endangerment of our religious freedoms — basic 
freedoms like displaying the Ten Commandments in the 
public square. : 

Jefferson's intention was not to erect a wall between 
church and government, but to protect the church from 
the state. The Danbury Baptists wrote a letter to 
Jefferson expressing their concern about government 
regulating, restricting, or interfering with religious 
expression, or even establishing a national denomina- 
tion. Jefferson believed, along with the Founders, that 
the First Amendment had been enacted to forbid the 
federal government from establishing a national 
denomination. 

But instead of maintaining the original intent of our 
Founding Fathers, liberals have attempted to revise 
history in order to strengthen their own argument — 
and deprive us of our constitutional Jiberties. “The evil 
to be aimed at ... appears to have been the establish- 
ment of a national church, and perhaps the preference 
of one religious sect over another,” wrote Supreme 
Court Justice Rehnquist in his 1985 dissenting opinion 
in Wallace v. Jaffree. “It was definitely not concerned 
about, whether the Government might aid all religions 
even-handedly.” as LN ify Y= a ; 

In fact, at the same time the Founding Fathers 
vigorously debated the Bill of Rights, the Northwest 
Ordinance was enacted, stating clearly that “religion, 
morality and knowledge,” were “necessary to. good 
government.” So the Founding Fathers were specific 
with respect to their concern about the establishment of 
a national church, and if-their behaviors clearly re- 
flected a respect for the role that morality ‘and religion 
play in public life. Where did the confusion with the 
legal application-of the Establishrnent Clause begin? 

The answer is 1947, when Justice Black, writing for 
the majority, altered the definition of the Establishment 
Clause with his opinion in the.case of Everson v. Board 
of Education of the Township of Ewing. Rejecting 150 
years of history, and the specific language of the 
Constitution, Justice Black ruled that religion arid - 
public life must be kept separate,’ ee E

teacher Mary Anne Stieber asked a student passing by. 
“Well, we better find out.” 

She finds out without missing a beat with other 
incoming students. 

“Hey, who’s dropping you off? That doesn’t look like 
your grandma,” she greets one student whose father has 
brought him in. Another child comes up witha hangnail 
complaint, and Stieber talks her calmly through the 
ensuing surgery. A parent is eight cents short of the 
right change for hot lunch, but promises to bring it 
when he retrieves his child. 

“Uh-huh, you’d better,” Stieber jokes. “I know where 
your mother lives.”’ 

Steiber has been working for the Boyne City schools 
for 1] years. She did extended-day kindergarten for two 
years, so when the Early Learners program opened she 
applied. 

“It was a natural fit,” she said. “It is the best job. I get 
to sing and dance and nobody cares. 

“When we are working on a letter, I try to make 
everything I say start with that letter. We are working 
on “‘t,” so when they show me their work I say, “That's 
tremedous!’ or ‘Terrific!’” she said. 

“It’s fun, that’s what I like about it. But what’s cool is 
the learning that goes along with it and they don’t even 
know it,” Stieber said. 

Stieber teaches the four- and five-year-olds, Mandi 
Richards teaches the three-year-olds across the hall. 

The Early Learning building is a unique environment 
for pre-schoolers, who have their own lockers to keep 
their things in. There is a gym in the building that they

can use. It is also home to the developmental kindergar- 
ten program, the Be-four program, Head Start and a 
teen parent class. All of the services revolve around 
early education. 

The students can opt for hot lunch at school during 
the school year. It is a nutritious, convenient option for 
parents, and a bargain at $1.50 a day. The students are 
also served a morning and an afternoon snack. 

The school is open year-round and does not follow 
the regular public school schedule, except for Christmas 
vacation and spring break. The cost of the program is 
$10 for a half day, and $20 for the entire day, or $100 a 
week, but it is a flexible program. 

“Tt allows the kids to stay all day — not go to pre- 
school and then a babysitter,” Stieber said. “Parents can 
bring their kids in for a half day, a whole day, one day a 
week or every day. We are very flexible. And we are 
open even on snow days.” 

The morning portion is structured for pre-school with 
an emphasis on kindergarten preparation. 

“We work closely with the elementary school to align 
our program to the kindergarten curriculum,” Stieber 
said. 

In the last week of March, the Early Learners 
program will be hosting an open house, where observ- 
ers can come and visit while the program is in session, 
prior to registration night.

Boyne Falls in regional final

The Boyne Falls varsity basketball team reached the 
finals of the Class D regional tournament for the third 
time in school history, but when they got there the Log- 
gers found themselves in the claws of a talented bunch of 
Eagles. 

It was the fourth:ranked Bellaire Eagles that ended the 
Boyne Falls tournament run with a dominating 70-29 tro- 
phy-winning victory at Traverse City West on Saturday. 

“Tcan see why they are rankéd number-4 in the state,” 
said Boyne Falls coach Frank Hamilla. “Their size and 
quickness overwhelmed our kids. They take you out of 
your game and they shot the ball extremely well.” 

“We got off to a real quick start defensively in the first 
quarter and Brad Mason got us going with a long three 
pointer,” said Bellaire coach Stan Sexton. “We shot the 
ball weil in each of the first three quarters. 

The victory advanced Bellaire (24-0) into a quarter-fi- 
nal match up with Mt. Pleasant Sacred Heart (25-0) on 
Tuesday, March 15, with the winner moving to the semi- 
round Thursday at Michigan State University’s Breslin 
Center, 

The Class D championship game will tip off at 10 a.m. 
this Saturday. 

Bellaire never let Boyne Falls get started as Mason's 
long range three-pointer ignited a 17-0 Bellaire run to start 
the game. The Eagles moved out to a 22-5 lead at the end 
of the first quarter. , 

Bellaire made it a 45-15 advantage going into the half 
and came out strong again after the break outscoring 
Boyne Falls 18-5 in the third to take a 63-20 lead heading 
into the fourth quarter. 

The Eagle offense put three players in double figures 
led by Brandon McClary (22 points, 11 rebounds), Ma- 
son (14 points) and Mike McClary (14 points, 10 re- 
bounds). 

A stifling Bellaire defense set its sights on Boyne Falls 
leading’ scorer fimiting senior Josh Jarema to just seven 
points for the game, Demetrius Burks added five points. 

Hamilla praised his squad for a successful season that 
saw the Loggers finish with a 16-8 overall record, includ- 
ing three wins in the post season. 

“I want to compliment the kids. The team was strug- 
gling in January, but we held a team meeting, got refo- 
cused, we got our goals straight and we turned our season 
around,” he said. 

The final game marked the last appearance on the hard 
court for Boyne Falls seniors Jarema, Burks, A.J. Hawkins, 
Adam Raphael and Troy Smith.

There have been lights and activity observed at the 
Wolverine power plant in Advance in recent days. 

According to Wolverine spokesman Craig Boor, inde- 
pendent contractors were working at the plant last week. 
The contractors were removing two condensers from the 
building. 

There is no power at the plant.at this time, secrdin to 
Boor; the lights were from temporary lighting powered by 
a large portable generator outside the building. 

Boor said the contractors should have finished the 
removal early this week. 

The Advance plant has been idle and on the real estate 
market for some time, and there are options being dis-, 
cussed to determine what will happen to the building. 

An energy plant with coal-fired generators, it was not 
long ago that its huge coal pile and the delivery ships were 
still a familiar sight on Lake Charlevoix waters. But the 
empty plant has not had any serious purchase offers, and 
now its fate is undetermined. 

Dismantling the plant is one option, according to Boor. 
He said it would probably be safe to say the Lake Charlevoix 
waterfront property would be more valuable without the 
power plant on it. Boor said the plant itself may have some 
scrap value, but that its turbine generators and other 
fixtures have already been sold. 

Boor added that anything that is done will be coordi- 
nated with local township governments. 

“By spring we will be in a position to talk,” Boor said.

At its meeting last Tuesday, the Boyne City City 
Commission discussed rezoning public property in 
north Boyne from residential to community service. 

Rezoning the property to community service would 
allow the city more flexibility in its use and would 
allow the city oversight, since any proposed use would 
have to be approved by the planning commission. 

Currently the approximately 25 acres of vacant land 
is used by the city, as well as being used by all-terrain 
vehicle riders and others. 

“We (the city) use it and it ought to be zoned as it is 
used,” said Denny Jason, director of the city’s public 
works department. 

Another projected benefit of the proposal would be 
that the zoning would be more informational to pro- 
spective adjacent property buyers. ~ 

Commissioner Dan Adkison noted that the property 
to the north of the area was already zoned community 
service, and that the rezoning would bring the commu- 
nity service property to approximately.50 acres. 

Commissioner Jerry Douglas said that it was a “great 
idea,” Opening up the space for possible recreational 
development by the parks department, suchas a sliding 
hill. Douglas also noted that there is a lot of space for 
the city’s DPW. 

Commissioner Chuck Vondra asked for some input 
as to a potential downside to the rezoning of the area, 
but none was given, as the land is already publicly 
owned and not available for development anyway. 

“Nothing (about rezoning) ties this community's 
hands. It leaves all avenues open,” said city manager 
Mike Cain. 

The board voted unanimously to rezone the prop- 
erty. 

In other business, the commission voted to approve 
reimbursing the Landings Condominium Association 
for allowing the city to tie into its storm sewer. This 
allowed the city to abandon the old storm sewer which 
did not work properly to carry storm water away from 
lower Lake Street.

Discussion was brief but heated, as Vondra questioned 
the fairness of the agreement, given that the city would still 
bear approximately 7! percent of the financial burden, 
with that-percentage of the runs originating within city 
limits. Vondra suggested that«narty of the emergencies 
within city limits are from non-residents and that residents 
end up “footing the bill.” 

However, Vondra conceded that because the agreement 
is limited to two years, at which time it will be revisited, 
it was a better arrangement than in the past. 

A motion was made and carried. 

The City accepted the resignation of city clerk Rebecca 
Haynes with regret. Haynes has accepted a position with 
the Royal Oak police department. Her last day is March 
17. 

The Commission will receive the proposed 2005-06 
budget for review at the next regular meeting on March 22.

an antique wicker creel, which on closer inspection is 
basswood, too: a fish arching up to snag a minnow, just 
disappearing into a submerged log. 

Which are real mounted fish and which are wooden? 
Paper thin fins and countless even scales give nothing 
away. Mouths open. revealing fishy teeth and throats, 
tell no tales. : 

All the fish are wooden, and all of them look real, but 
there's no Blue Fairy here, only Hud, working his 
careful magic with triple-power magnifying glasses 
over his prescription glasses, and then an additional 
headmounted magnifier for fine work. 

With the world competition coming up at the end of 
March, Hud has an Arctic char on the workbench. The 
carving part is done, the delicate fins are in place, but 
the painting process is just underway. Currently, the 
char,-a big, curving fish, is white, with an overcast of 
silvery-grey along its back, the top curve of its belly a 
hunter orange. Next it will be painted black, and the 
black will be steel-wooled off, leaving just a little 
shadow, a depth, around the tiny, burned-in scales. The 
colors and patterns of its skin will be painted on in 
translucent layers. until the body has weight and 
wetness and life, as if it was captured mid-turn in a pure 
arctic river flow. The char will be mounted on the 
water-bleached antlers of a long-gone caribou, resting 
on a granite marker — all beautifully carved basswood. 

“He has the patience of Job when he’s carving or deer 
hunting,” Patricia said. “It’s gone when you get him 
behind the wheel of a car or truck.” 

He is not particularly patient with some judging 
either. The times he’s lost (he considers anything 
outside of first'place losing), he’s asked the judge why. 
Once the answer was, “Not pretty enough.” 

“Not pretty enough? It’s a salmon, not a brook trout- 
or a browe-trout,”’ Robinson said. But he is a patient, if 
critical, judge of his own work, determined never to- 
bring a fish DOA to a show, and for the last three eats 
he ha judge aticarving shows. 

And this year, at theion Mountain show, he will be 
the featured carver of theyear. 

“It’s no big deal,” he said, with the tiniest hint of 
pride. But what a long way he has come from the rookie 
days of 11 years ago, when he walked out the door with 
his first fish, and walked back in with his first win, 
inspired to do better.
